The Inquiry was made and the' 


changes recommended, but nothing 
has ever been done about it. This 
economy and efficiency commission was 
very conservative ana cautious. It- 
took Mr. Taft's view that the prob- 
lem of good administration is not one 
that can be solved at one time. It is 
a 
continuously present one. 
This 


commission, made up of excellent men, 
suggested that the revenue-cutter serv- 
ice be abolished and its activities be 
taken over by other services. It was 
estimated that by so doing a saving 
of not less than $1,000,000 could be 
made. 


Another report recommended that 


the lighthouse and life-saving services 
be administered by a single bureau in- 
stead of as at that time, by two bu- 
reaus located in different departments. 
It was estimated that this consolida- 
tion would result in a saving of not 
leas than $100,000 yearly. 


TJie abolition of the returns office of 


the Interior department was recom- 
mended, at an estimated direct saving 
of about $25,000 a year, in addition, 
to a large indirect economy m the 
reduction of work to be performed In 
the several offices. 


The cousolldatlon of the six auditing 


offices of the treasury and the inclu- 
sion ID the auditing system of the 
seven naval officers who audited cus- 
toms accounts at the principal ports 
was urged. The change was expected 
to produce au immediate saving of at 
least $135,000 yearly. 


From this modest start other changes 


and reforms a»d savings were to be 
made. 


But we weren't interested In the 


high cost of government or the high 
cost of living eleven years ago. Mr. 
Taft didn't get a rise out of us. He 
didn't have much of a pull with con- 
gress, either, poor man. and all his In- 
quiry went for nothing as far as any 
action WHS concerned. 


He and his commission did bring out 


atid establish, however, certain facts 
and conditions. It was a trustworthy 
and competent investigation as far as 
it went. 
That is something to the 


good. 


There is a patent disposition in con- 


gress now to take the whole problem 
of the routine administrative processes 
of tho government under considertion 
and see how best to improve ilera. 
Whether anything really worth while 
will come out of it will depend en- 
tirely on the degree of interest you 
display. If you will take the trouble 
to show that you know that the na-

that manner what is not his own. 


Acts are frequently committed by individuals in official capacity which 


they would be ashamed to do as individuals in their own private -business. 
But honesty is honesty no matter howf practiced .and dishonesty is dis- 
honesty, whether committed individually or collectively.

morality Of all the inquities of our social system the immoral leper who 
invents facts purposely to nurt his 
neighbor, that man who 
cowardly 


hides his venom and ill feeling, whose innuendoes, carried by

mouth always increase in strength and length, is worse to .human society, 
than thB ill smelling skunk or the poisonous viper He may condemn as 
immoral the highway robber who openly attacks his victim "nt we still 
have something to respect— bis open bravery, where .as to calumniators 
of social life °s a coward and a thief.
